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1 . The nonstatutory double patenting rejection is based on a judicially created 
doctrine grounded in public policy (a policy reflected in the statute) so as to prevent the 
unjustified or improper timewise extension of the "right to exclude" granted by a patent 
and to prevent possible harassment by multiple assignees. A nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection is appropriate where the conflicting claims 
are not identical, but at least one examined application claim is not patentably distinct 
from the reference claim(s) because the examined application claim is either anticipated 
by, or would have been obvious over, the reference claim(s). See, e.g., In re Berg, 140 
F.3d 1428, 46 USPQ2d 1226 (Fed. Cir. 1998); In re Goodman, 11 F.3d 1046, 29 
USPQ2d 2010 (Fed. Cir. 1993); In re Longi, 759 F.2d 887, 225 USPQ 645 (Fed. Cir.

2. Claims 23-35 are rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 6,561,297 in 
view of Ashida (USPN 6,227,323). 

The prior patent claims to Ashida describe a snowmobile with a four-cycle 
engine, a drysump oil suppy system, and an oil pan with access lid. The claims a re 
silent regarding a crawler, a runner and a front suspension. However, snowmobiles, by 
definition include a crawler and a ski or runner suspended front its front end. 

Ashida shows a snowmobile with a pair of front skis 32, crawler track 52 and an 
engine 36 mounted in a front body structure between the front ski suspension and the 



track. 
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It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the 
snowmobile described in the prior patent claims with front runners and a crawler, with 
the engine and oil pan mounted there between, in view of Ashida, in order to complete 
the snowmobile. Regarding claims 24, 27, and 34, it would have been obvious to 
position the engine upright, as is well known, in order to reduce the length dimension 
required for the front body structure. 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

4. Claims 23-28 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Atsuumi (USPN 6,454,037). 

Atsuumi teaches a snowmobile with a body frame and front cover 38, a four- 
cycle engine 52 with a drysump oil supply system, front runners 88, a rear crawler 58, 
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and an oil pan 370 in the front cover longitudinally between the runners the crawler. 
The engine is shown generally upright with a slight forward tilt. 

5. Claims 29-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Atsuumi in view of Ross (USPN 3,670,835). 

Atsuumi lacks a port for accessing the engine compartment from below. 

Ross teaches providing a port with a closure lid 26 for accessing the engine 
compartment from below. 

It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to provide the 
Atsuumi body structure with a port on the bottom side, as taught by Ross, in order to 
facilitate maintenance. 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Moore shows a snowmobile engine mounted in its front end. 
Inglese shows an access port on the bottom of a vehicle.
